NORTIL CAROLINA GOLD, 

A new mine has been discovered about five 
miles from Hamptonville, which is thought te 
promise well. At a mine in Anson county,a 
lump of the metal has been found weighing 18 
Ibs. avordupois, entirely solid and estimated to 
be worth from $2500 to $3000. Of course, 
this success has produced some excitement in a 
neighboring county, and many workmen have 
abandoned their usual occupations to search for 
gold. At Capp’s mine about 100 hands are at 
work findiag from about one to five dollars worth 
of the metal a day. It is generally found in fine 
particles and perfectly pure. Large pieces are 
rarely met with. The largest ever found in 
North Carolina was that found some years since 
in Cabarross county. It weighed 28 Ibs. and 
was worth about $6000. The writer proceeds 
to say: 

** It is a fine source of profit to the proprietors 
of the soil, for it is the poorest land where ue 
most is found. I am told that two merchants 
in Charlotte, sixty miles from this place, have 
bought this year fifty thousand dollars werth of 
gold dust. They pay at the rate of about ninety 
cents per pennyweight,”*
